the fbiritual wickedneſs is the fruit and work of the Dewi, which 
Chriſt cawe to deſtroy, and was made manifeſt tor that end, to de- 
ſtroy the ſin which is the fruit of the Devil, Take notice, ye, 
unlike Chriſtians, the fruus, and works of the Dewil, live and 
remain (till among you wadeſtroyed ; who ſee to deſtroy the 
workman(h.p of God, when Chirlt came 10 {ave -rens lives, and 
not to deſtroy them, but to defroy the works of the Devil; but you 
ſeek to deſtrey, that which Chriſt came to ſave, and to ſave alrve 


that which Chriſt came to deſtroy. So ſee if it doth not agpear 


plainly by your Actions, and/by your corrupt fruits, thaGyou 
are making war againſt Chriſt, and his Saints, whom you ſeek

Is 
this your Way of adding many to your Church } What, by- 
compelling of people to come to your Meetings 2 What, By 
Finng People, and takzng away their Goods > What, by Impri- 
ſomng, Pr Iupping » and Stocking and burning in the hand, and 
cutting off the Ears of thoſe that come to bear witnels againlt 
your Cruelty and Fbolatry e Is this your way of convincing 
garn-ſayers ? What, by making of a Laiy to baxniſh ſuch upon 
pan of Death ? have you no other weapons to fight withall a- 
gainlt the Truth > Have you no other means nor way, ye /dol- 
ſhepherds, to ſtop the mouthes of them ye. call gainſayers, than 
Impriſomng, Whipping, Burning in the Hand, F ning and taking 


away their Goods, and Bamſhment upon pain of Death ? Have you 


no other way, nor word ta convince thoſe you call Hereticks, 
and Deceivers, but to take away their lives? Surely this was 
not th2 way, nor means, nor power, Which the Apoſtles uſed 
to convince the Gentiles and Fews, unto whom they were ſent. 
This power. which you mgke ute of, is not the power, neither 
doth it procged from theþower which ruled inthe Saints, Pro- 
phets, Apoliles, and People of God, whereby their Souls were 
coxverted to God, which turned them from Darkyeſs to Light ;

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Perſecutors, as any that worſhip the Beaſt, who have given their

from the face of the Earth. | Well, ye Rulers.and Magittrates 
(ſo called) rake heed, and take warning, I lay it upon you, 
while you have time, and a day given unto you to conſider 
theſe things ; So before the thing come to paſle, and before 
you do it, w2igh the matter, Come, let us farther reaſon to- 
vether; Can you convince us of the tranſgreſlion of any Law of 


God? and if you cannot, ( Which we know you cannot ) nor - 


have the leaſt tranſgreſſion of theRighteous Law of God to lay 
to our charge, who are now coming among you 1n obedience to 
the Lord God of Heaven and Earth, for this very end, to try 
you, O ye children of men - And if you put us to Death, be- 
cauſe we cannot obey your Commandment, but chooſe rather

in every man's Conſcience ; Which ſaith, /: i more juſt and 
meet, to obey God than man, $0 being that your Law that you 
have made, is unequal,and contrary to the Law of God,which 
he hath writ in our hearts, which is equal, jut and righteous ; 
for your Law, that you have made, againſt the Innocent Peo- 
ple called Quakers, is unjuſt, and unrighteous, and contrary to 
that of God in all mens Conſciences, and contraxy to the righ- 
teous and Royal Law of God : Therefore we ſay, we cannot 
obey ſuch a Law, that doth not agree with the Royal Law of 
God ; but herein ſhall we obey the Lord, choofng rather to 
ſuffer, what-you ſhall be ſuffered to do untous, . than to fulfil 


the Commandmer. and unzighteons Law of untizhicous men,

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in flying at your ci when the Lord hath Commanded 
us toſtay; Whereby that he may ſhew his Power in us, that 
his Command, and his Righteous & Royal Law is of more pow- 
er, virtue and force in us, and with us, than your unrighteous 
Laws and Commands can be againſt us.

er and fury ; Therefore be it known unto you, that the Loxd 
bath made us willing to lay down our Lives among you, if you 
be ſuffered to take them from us ; and in this thing we know 
we ſhall have peace, When you ſhall have ſorrow androrment 
night andday : And this ſhall you certainly know one day, 
that the Lord God of Heaven and Earth, whom we ſerve, ſent 
us among you, if you ſee our faces again, after we have been 
Baniſhed from you ; and that whith we have ſpoken, you ſhall 
know to be truth, whether you will hear or forbear, Well, if you 
ſay, we are tranſgreſſors of a Laiv, in not obeying your unrigh- 
reous Law : Ir1s your own, and not God's Lav ; 'For his Law 
1s holy, juſt, aud good ; but yours 1s altogether #nholy, wnrighte- 
os, un;uſt, and wicked, andis to be ſet at nought,and condemn- 
ed by the ſervants of the Lord : For this Lai of yours, which 
you have made, to put the Righteous to death, hath nor pro- 
ceeded from the Spirit of the Lord, Which is week, and /owly, 
and eaſie to be entreated , which doth judge and condemn you, 
and your Law, Now if you would know from what ſpiric this 
wicked and unnatural Law of yours hath proceeded : Well, we 
ſhall ſpeak plainly, it hath proceeded from the mwrdering ſpirit | 
which raigned and ruled 1n the Perſecmtors of Old), from 
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whence all ſuch Lawes .did and do proceed, = 
Now ye Rulers, chief Prieſts and Inhabitants of New-£E»g- 
land, this we ſhall ſay unto you in the fear of the Lord and 
Spirit of the Almighty, and in the Power of the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, thatFou nor your Law's not to be regarded herein, 
and your Law 1s to be hank and muft be broken by the Power 
of the Lord God, and you mult be judged and condemned by

are gone io far in your Cr#elties and nnnatural Actions, that 
you are a /t1zk, and a /Iathſom ſmell to all People, that have the 
leaſt meaſure of Yprightnels and of the honelt Principle ruling 
in them, and your barbarous and ciuel actions. and bloody 
deeds they abhor, and- at your Cruelty that you have acted

akers) many of the common ſort of People do ftand amazed 
and wonder to hear of ſuch Cyuelty tobe acted by ſuch a Ge- 
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neration of men, that have made ſuch a noiſe concerning Reli-

210n, Concerning a Church, concerning Miniſtry and Magi- 
itracy, and Church-Government and Ordinances, Preaching, 
Praying, Singing, Morning and Evening Sacrifices, Family- 
Duties (as you call them ) that ſuch ſhould become ſo bloody 
and ſo cruel,. it doth'aftoniſh many that are called Heathens ; 
that all your Preaching, Praying, Singing, making ſuch a noile ' 
concerning Religion, that it ſhould come to no more, and io 
produce no better fruits than /mpriſoning, Whipping, Stackzng, 
Burning inthe Hand, Cutting off Ears, Bamiſhing upon Death, as 
you have banithed Six already from theirWives and Children, 
and from their outward beings ; So that you do not only in- 
tend to deſtroy the Souls, bur Bodzes alſo. Come, let us know 
what have they done ; what Law of Cod have they tranſgreſ- 
ſed,that you ſhould banith them upon pain of Death from their 
Families 2 What, was it becauſe their Converſations and Acti- 
exs Were honeſt and upright, and yours are evil>2 What, was 
it becauſe their Prattices condemed yours > What, Was 1t be- 
cauſe they awned.a People that are by you-in ſcorn called Q#4- 
kers, whom you evilly entreat ? and ſuch as owns them you 
baniſh and deſpitefully uſe them. 

Surely theſe things will be remembred. Come, let us ask

What, is it becauſe we 
are termed Ring-leaders of a People, that are in ſcorn called 
Quakers 2 What, is it becauſe the Laws of our God,which we 


obey, are different from all the pe an and bloudy Laws 


of New-England ? What, is it becauſe we cannot obey the 
Commandment of the Rulers of New-England, that have com- 
manded us to bow to the ſpirit that ruled in Hamar, which 
now rules in theſe bloudy Rulers of Boſton, and elſewhere in 
New-Englard ? Nay, I ſay, the Lordour God hath raiſed and 


15 railing the Royal Seed and Spirit that ruled in CMordecar, 


that could not, nor cannot ſtoop nor boi to the ſpirit that ru- 
led in proud Hamas : I ſay, ſee and behold if the ſame ſpirit

nature, ho was ſo cruel and ſo bloody ? who did give a ſum 
of money for deſtroying the Szed of the: Jews : Mark, what 
was it for> Becaule Mordecat could not bow to him, nor do 
him reverence. Mark, it was not for the tranſgrefſion of any 
Law of God: yet he diſobeyed: the Commandment of King 
Abaſuerus, who raigned from Fudea even unto Erhiopia, over 
an hundred and twenty and ſeven Provinces. Or, is your Law 
and Commandment of more force than his was, who pad com- 
manded that they ſhould reverence Haman ? for ſo had the 


King commanded, Are you greater than he was? Reade the 


Third of Eſther throughout. And yet did not Mordecai tranſ- 
greſs his Commandment, in not bowing to Hamer ? at which 
Haman was full of wrath. Is it not ſo with you ? are not you 
mad and full of wrath againſt che People catted Qwakers, S 
cauſe they teſtifie to your faces that your deeds are evil?

rit of Truth, who hath conſtrained us to leave all, and to fol- 
low Him that it4s nor the World ( that doth peri(h with the 
handling thereof ) that we {eek or labour for, hut the Cn.
